Guerillas face execution in Sudan 


KHARTOUM (U PI) - Sudanese 
officials told American diplomats 
today that the Black September 
Palestinian guerillas who murdered 
two American and one Belgian 
diplomat in the Saudi Arabian 
Embassy on Friday face execution 
for their deeds. 
American sources said Sudanese 
officials who were at Khartoum 
airport to see the bodies of the two 
Americans flown back to the United 
States 
with 
their 
fam ilies 
approached U.S. diplomats and told 
them, “ They will be executed.” 


The State Department said the 
bodies of Ambassador Cleo A. Noel, 
54, and deputy chief of mission 
George Curtis Moore, 47, would 
arrive at Andrews Air Force Base, 
Md., near Washington late today and 
that they would be buried in 
Arlington National Cemetery. Both 
were World War II veterans. 
The entire diplomatic corps of 
Khartoum was on the runway today, 
many of them weeping openly, when 
the two flag-draped coffins were 
loaded into the plane by fork-lift 
trucks as a Sudanese band played 


“ Auld Lang Syne." The presidential 
plane was dispatched to Khartoum 
by President Nixon. 
The Saudi minister of public 
service and administration, Abdul 
Rahman Abdaal, accompanied the 
bodies on their journey. He will 
convey 
Sudan’s 
condolences 
personally to President Nixon. 


The wives of the two men, holding 
back their tears, went down the long 
line of diplomats and embassy staff 
shaking hands and saying goodbye. 
Mrs. Moore stopped to embrace 


each of the four U.S. Marine guards 
in dress blue uniforms who guarded 
the coffins. 
The eight guerrillas beat, kicked 
and then killed with bursts of 
machinegun fire the two Americans 
and the Belgian charge d’Affaires, 
Guy Eid, after shooting their way 
into the Saudi Arabian Embassy 
Thursday night and taking five 
hostages. 
Another special American plane 
flew the body of the Egyptian-born 
Eid to Cairo today. The Belgian 
embassy said Father Xaavier Eid, a 


cousin of the dead envoy, presided at 
funeral services in Cairo before 
burial next to his father in the 
family tomb in Cairo. 
If the eight members of the Black 
September group are executed they 
will be the first of the group to be 
executed. 
With 
exception 
of 
guerrillas killed by German police 
at an 
airport shootout, 
Black 
September guerrillas involved in the 
Munich massacre, the murder of the 
Jordanian foreign minister and the 
takeover of the Israeli Embassy in 
Bangkok are free men. 


Information Minister Omar Haj 
Mousa told the People’s Assembly 
Sunday, a few hours after the 
guerrillas had 
surrendered and 
handed over the three bodies and the 
two Arab diplomats they were still 
holding hostage, that they “ will not 
go unpunished.” 
Arab newspaper editorials said 
today the Biack September attack 
on the Saudi Arabian Embassy in 
Khartoum and the killing of three 
Western diplomats had harmed the 
Arab cause and its struggle against 
Israel. 
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After riot at FCI 
Inmates confined to cells

Racial tensions erupted Saturday 
afternoon at the Lompoc Federal 
Correctional Institution when 150 
Black 
and 
Mexican-American 
inmates brandished baseball bats, 
shovels and homemade knives in an 
open battle in the prison recreation 
yard that seriously injured four 
inmates and a federal officer. 


The fracas broke out after the 
noon meal but was in hand by 4 p.m., 
officials reported with all inmates 
confined 
to 
their 
cells. 
That 
situation remained this morning 
with visiting suspended indefinitely. 
“ Security right now is as tight as 
it could be in any institution with all 
the men locked in and the staff 
working hard around the clock, 12 
hours a day,” FCI Warden Frank 
Kenton reported. 


Listed 
in 
good 
condition 
at 
Lompoc 
District 
Hospital 
this 
morning was Lt. Mario Giugnino, 
whose fractured left elbow was 
reinforced with a pin during an 
operation late Saturday. 


Three 
inmates, 
all of them 
Mexican-Americans, were listed in 
“ improved” 
to 
“ satisfactory” 
condition 
this 
morning 
at 
Vandenberg 
Air 
Force 
Base 
Hospital. 
Their 
multiple 
stab 
wounds and lacerations were, the 
warden 
said, 
inflicted 
with 
homemade shivs and knives, no 
mention was made of the fourth 
inmate reported seriously injured. 


Kenton, who said he would not 
characterize the disturbance as one 


of the local penitentiary’s largest, 
concurred with reports that four 
shots were fired from a watch tower 
during the incident. 
“ But they were warning shots 
because about 26 of the inmates 
climbed between the fences to get 
away from the fracas,” he said. 
“ They were not attempting to 
escape. The officer in the tower 
fired four shots into the air to warn 
them to stay where they were.” 
The combatants, he said, wielded 
yard recreational gear and garden 
tools burglarized from a prison tool 
shed in the melee. When asked if the 
outbreak was a racial conflict, the 
warden responded, “ Absolutely. No 
question.” 


A Los Angeles woman waiting to 
visit her inmate son, said that 
officers asked her and others to 
leave the visiting room without 
explanation Saturday afternoon and 
that she heard the shots and heard 
prisoners shouting, “ Please send a 
reporter. Please send someone from 
the newspaper.” 


“ I didn’t hear anything like that,” 
Kenton responded, “ Besides, we 
have nothing to hide.” 


Kenton assured that the 1,050 
inmate institution was “ secure and 
stable” and that his staff had 
performed “ marvellously well.” 


“ We’ll play it very slowly, very 
cautiously and very carefully — just 
a step at a time,” he said. 


The incident today was being 
investigated by prison officials and 
the Federal Bureau of investigation.

Halfway point reached in freeing POWs 


CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines 
(U PI) — A group of 34 prisoners of 
war—including 30 Americans and 
the only known female POW—flew 
to freedom today, marking the 
halfway point in the attempt to get 
'all Americans out of Communist 
prisons by the end of the month. 
In one of the most emotional 
welcomings 
since 
Operation 
Homecoming began last month, the 
families of two Filipino POWs who 
had been captured while working for 
the Voice of America swarmed over 
the men, hugging and kissing them. 
In addition to the Filipinos, the 
latest group consisted of 27 U.S. 
servicemen, 
three 
American 
civilians and two West Germans, 
including nurse Monika Schwinn, the 
only known female held by the Com­ 
munists. They had been held by the 
Viet Cong but were taken to Hanoi 
for their release. 
The U.S. prisoners released today, 
plus the 106 who arrived at Clark Air 
Base in the Philippines Sunday, 
brought to 299 the number of 


Americans released so far. Under 
the cease-fire agreement of Jan. 27, 
all must be released within 60 days 
of the signing. Another 292 POWs 
were still being held by the 
Communists. 
As the latest batch flew to the 
Philippines, a North Vietnamese 
spokesman in Saigon indicated a 
deadlock in the four-power Joint 
Military 
Commission 
over 
the 
exchange of Vietnamese prisoners 
might delay the next release of 
American POWs. 
Miss Schwinn, carrying a gift as 
she got off the ambulance plane, 
wore a serious expression as she 
was greeted by the officials but 
broke into a smile when she boarded 
a bus for the military hospital. 


Army Capt. Stephen Leopold, 28, 
whose parents live in Milwaukee, 
Wis., was the first man off the 
hospital plane today. Looking pale, 
thin and slightly stooped, Leopold 
walked 
deliberately 
to 
the 
microphone at the bottom of the 
ramp. 


The 
captain, 
captured 
in 
a 
firefight in the Central Highland’s 
province of Kontum May 9, 1968, 
spoke, his voice breaking and 
charged with emotion. 


“ On behalf of the men aboard this 
plane, I wish to thank the people of 
the 
United 
States 
and 
the 
government of the United States for 
securing our release today,” said 
Leopold. 


“ I was told on the plane that I 
might make a short speech. The 
first thing I thought of was to add up 
the years of captivity that the men 
in this group had served. I stopped 
counting at 150, it’s over that. A 150 
years for 34 people is a long time. 


But there is no sorrow in this group 
today, none whatsoever. 


“ I think right now this is the 
happiest group of men in the U.S. or 
anywhere else in the world.” 
The crowd of 300 gave its loudest 


cheers to Miss Schwinn and Sgt. Bill 
Baird, 23, whose father lives in 
Wooster, Ohio. Baird appeared at 
the plane door on wooden crutches 
and painfully worked his way down 
to the bottom of the ramp, aided by 
two Air Force attendants. Slumped 
over his crutches, he managed 
smiles for his welcomers and 
delivered salutes and handshakes to 
those greeting him. 


As with those who returned 
Sunday, today’s returnees looked 
thin and pale but appeared in good 
health. Those who returned Sunday 
spent their first day of freedom 
telephoning 
their 
families, 
un­ 
dergoing medical examinations and 
plowing into mountains of American 
food. 


Some of the POWs were expected 
to be back in the United States by 
midweek. 


It had been hoped that the next 
group of U.S. POWs would be 
released about March 13.

Funds for the 
engineering and construction would 
come from an accumulated reserve 
of about 8100,000 in capital outlay 
monies and the balance from vari­ 
ous other sources. No bond issue is 
planned, according to Lefkowitz. 


Indians turn down 
government offer 
to surrender town 


WOUNDED KNEE, S. D. (U PI) 
— Leaders of the American Indian 
Movement who last Tuesday seized 
this little hamlet to enforce their 
drive for federal investigations into 
an alleged national betrayal of 
Indians 
today 
turned 
down 
a 
government offer of terms to end 
their seizure. 
Heavy snow fell in the area of 
Wounded Knee, where a force of 
about 
200 
indians 
under 
AIM 
leadership holds the hamlet, and a 
force of federal marshals and others 
maintain strict watch at roads 
leading into the area. 
The Department of Justice had 
said Sunday night that all Indians in 
the siege force could come out of 
Wounded Knee and leave, if they left 
their weapons and their names with 
federal authorities. Ralph Erickson, 
special assistant to the attorney 
general, said charges might be 


lodged against the AIM leaders after 
a federal grand jury investigation. 
“That’s history repeating itself,” 
said Russel Means, one of the AIM 
leaders. “ That’s asking the FBI to 
convict us. This is the way they 
disarmed (chief) Big Foot 83 years 
ago 
in 
the 
Wounded 
Knee 
massacre.” 


He referred to the slayings of 200 
or more Indians, many of them 
women 
and 
children, 
by 
U.S. 
Cavalry in an engagement at the 
Wounded Knee area, part of the 
Oglala Sioux reservation. 
Means 
said 
that 
the 
AIM 
leadership will stick to a series of 
eight demands made public Sunday, 
including the ouster of Oglala tribal 
council president Dick Wilson and 
the bringing of a magistrate to 
Wounded Knee to hear charges 
against the Indians.

BALTIMORE, Md. (UFIi - A major 
breakthrough that could lead to a safe 
chemical treatment for heroin and cocaine 
addiction has been discovered by two 
researchers at Johns Hopkins University, 
the National Institute of Mental Health 
(NIMH > said Monday. 
A professor and a graduate student have 
for the first time identified the areas of the 
brain 
where 
opiate 
drugs 
“attach" 
themselves to produce their “high," or 
other mental effects such as killing pain, 
NIMH said. 
The discovery will permit rapid testing 
of “narcotic antagonist" compounds that 
can occupy the “receptor sites" and block 
the effects of heroin or cocaine without 
causing harmful effects, according to the 


Pope creates 


31 new 


cardinals 


VATICAN CITY (UPI) — 
Pope Paul VI created 31 
new 
Roman 
Catholic 
cardinals 
today 
and 
imposed a limit on the 
number of them who can 
vote 
for 
his 
successor. 
Among the new cardinals 
were three Americans and a 
Czech named secretly by 
the Pope four years ago. 


The 75-year-old leader of 
the 
world’s 
590 
million 
Catholics 
read 
out 
the 
names 
of 
32 
cardinals 
during a consistory stripped 
of most of the splendor of 
such ceremonies in the past. 


But one of the cardinals 
was a Romanian bishop who 
died two years ago—after 
the Pope chose him, but 
never publicly named him, 
in 1969. 


At the 
same time he 
inducted the new cardinals, 
raising the membership of 
the College of Cardinals to 
an all-time high of 145, the 
Pope decreed that in the 
future papal elections only 
120 cardinals may vote. 


He already had ruled that 
no cardinal aged 80 or over 
could 
vote 
in 
papal 
elections. 
Among the new cardinals 
were archbishops Timothy 
Manning of Los Angeles, 
Humberto S. Medeiros of 
Boston and Luis 
Aponte 
Martines of San Juan, the 
first Puerto Rican to wear 
the symbolic red hat. 
The Pope’s announcement 
of two more cardinals came 
as a surprise. He said he 
named them “in pectore,” 
or within his breast, since 
the last consistory. They 
were 
Stepan Trochta of 
Czechoslovakia and Julius 
Hossu of Romania. Hossu 
died in 1970. 
The Pope said he hoped 
future pontiffs would follow 
his example in limiting the 
number of papal electors to 
120. 


federal scientists. Methadone, currently 
the most common heroin substitute, is 
toxic and at least as addictive as heroin, 
most experts believe, although it does not 
generally cause euphoria in experienced 
users. 
The findings by Dr. Solomon H. Snyder 
and Ms. Candace B. Pert followed a year of 
research supported by NIMH and were 
revealed in a news conference at Johns 
Hopkins. 
Dr. William E. Bunney, Jr., Director of 
NIMH’s Division of Narcotic Addiction and 
Drug Abuse, called the discovery “a 
significant step toward understanding how 
opiates may work in man. These findings in 
laboratory work will help speed progress 
on 
many 
fronts 
toward 
better 


understanding and clinical treatment of 
addiction,” he added. 
The two scientists mixed radioactive 
drugs with animal brain tissue, then 
checked 
how 
the 
narcotics 
bound 
themselves to the receptors by measuring 
the radioactivity. 


As a result, tests for relatively harmless 
drugs that can displace the opiates and 
prevent euphoria and addiction can now be 
done cheaply and quickly in a test tube, 
rather than going through the current 
laborious process with living animals. Dr. 
Solomon said. 
“For the first time, we may learn what 
causes man to react to opiates,” Solomon 
said. “ How it actually effects the brain and 
how it can be successfully counteracted.” 


The number of receptors varies greatly 
among different regions of the brain, but 
they are particularly abundant in one 
particular area, the corpus striatum, the 
researchers said. 
The studies could also lead to the 
discovery of pain-killing drugs that are as 
effective as opiates such as morphine —but 
without their addictive qualities, NIMH 
said. 


Now that the sites have been found, more 
research will be required to determine 
exactly what molecule is the receptor, 
according to Ms. Pert. 
“It’s like the system is a big house and 
the receptor is one brick in the house,” she 
said. “We don’t know what brick it is, but 
we know we are at the right house. ”

Bill to save citizens drug expenses 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Assemblyman John Burton, D- 
San Francisco, has proposed a bill permitting pharmacists 
to substitute less expensive “generic” drugs for brand- 
name prescriptions. 
Burton said Sunday the measure could save Californians 
more than $40 million annually by extending to regular 
customers the same substitution practices that now save 
the Medi-Cal program about $20 million a year. 
Currently, a physician selects a particular drug—often a 
brand name—and the pharmacists must dispense exactly 
what the doctor ordered. 


Under Burton’s bill, the pharmacist could chose a less 
costly “generic” drug instead of the brand name if it was 
medically equivalent. However, the physician could insist 
on a particular company’s product, if necessary. 


SAIGON (UPI) - The United States 
resumed its withdrawal of American 
troops from South Vietnam and sweeping 
North Vietnam’s harbors of mines today 
within hours of the release of 106 more 
POWs by the Communists. 
In the post-truce hostilities, the level of 
fighting tapered off Sunday with only 26 
Communist cease-fire violations reported 
by the Saigon command. But a spokesman 
said a government UH1 “ Huey” helicopter 
was shot down late Saturday by a Soviet- 
built SA7 Strella antiaircraft missile with 
four crewmen and two soldiers killed in the 
crash 50 miles northwest of Saigon. 


The Viet Cong and North Vietnam 
accused the Saigon government of post­ 
truce violations today, the Hanoi accusa­ 
tion asserting the South Vietnamese have a 
“white book” detailing plans for mass 
extermination and torture of prisoners of 
war. 
In Honolulu, the U.S. Pacific Command 
headquarters said U.S. warplanes again 
flew bombing raids against Communist 
positions Sunday in Cambodia at the 
request of the Phnom Penh government. 


As usual, there was no elaboration on the 
strikes, which almost daily have been 
hitting the only Southeast Asian country 
without a formal cease-fire. 
The American program to pull troops out 
of Vietnam and clear mines from the ports 
of 
the 
north 
were 
suspended 
last 
Wednesday when the Communists balked 
at carrying out the scheduled release of 
U.S. POWs held in Hanoi. The dispute was 
resolved later in Saigon and Pari?. 
The United States, satisfied that the 
prisoner 
release 
was 
proceeding 
as 
planned, resumed the withdrawals and sent 
the minesweepers back into action Sunday. 
Radio Hanoi reported the appearance 
Sunday of the minesweeping force in 
waters off Haiphong harbor and a U.S. 
military source said it anticipated the 
exercise to remove the mines could begin 
within a few days. As the first “Freedom 
Bird” carrying U.S. troops out of Vietnam 
prepared to lift off Sunday from Saigon’s 
Tan Son Nhut Air Base, a U.S. command 
spokesman said 10,787 American military 
men were still in the country. Under terms 
of the Jan. 27 Vietnam truce, all must leave 
by March 28. 


Clark's appointment approved 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Chief Justice 
Donald R. Wright says William P. Clark, 
Jr. a college dropout named to the State 
Supreme Court by Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
can be sworn in any time he wants. 
Wright said Sunday confirmation papers 
should 
reach 
the 
secretary 
of state 
Tuesday and then Clark may select a date 
for the ceremony. 
Clark’s 
appointment 
was 
approved 
Saturday by the State Commission on 
Judicial Appointments. The vote was 2-1 
with Wright casting the lone “no” vote. 


Clark’s critics complained he dropped 
out of college, never obtained a law degree 
and had to take the bar examination twice. 
During the two-day commission hearing, 
Clark was backed by a parade of judges 
and other witnesses who testified in his 


behalf. They said he had proven himself 
during his time as a superior court and 
appeals court judge. 
Wright said he planned to call Clark, 41, 
formerly of the superior court in San Luis 
Obispo and currently on the appeals court 
in Los Angeles, and “discuss his desires.” 
Wright, also a Reagan appointee, said he 
thought his vote would “surely” have no 
bearing on his ability to work with the new 
justice. 
“I am of the opinion that as of now, he 
(Clark) is not qualified by education, 
training and experience to be confirmed as 
an associate justice of the Supreme 
Court,” Wright said in casting his vote 
Saturday. 
However, he added that Clark “ is a jurist 
who 
had 
demonstrated 
promise 
of 
growth.” 


New law may hold up spring weddings 
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SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
As approximately 1,400 bills 
become law on Wednesday, 
the legislature suddenly is 
faced with delaying one that 
could 
dash 
the 
wedding

Brown says committee 
acted 'illegally7 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. today charged a legislative committee has “il­ 
legally” struck from public records the names of lawmak­ 
ers who received lobbyist campaign contributions. 
Brown called a news conference to announce he will 
sponsor legislation to outlaw campaign contributions from 
lobbyists and make it illegal for lobbyists “to hand out gifts 
to state officials.” 
But 
freshman 
Assemblyman 
Ray 
Gonzales, 
D- 
Bakersfield, who was to appear with Brown, cancelled out, 
saying there were “a number of details to be worked out to 
my satisfaction” and more time would be required to “fully 
develop the proposal” before introducing it. 
Brown, 34-year-old son of the former Democratic 
California governor and a possible candidate for governor 
himself next year, also charged that the legislative 
committee “apparently violated” state laws by keeping 
expense records “secret.” 
Assemblyman John P. Quimby, D-San Bernardino, chair­ 
man of the joint Subcommittee on Legislative Advocate 
Registration, denied the allegations and in turn accused 
Brown of “headline hunting” for governor. 
Brown said the committee’s staff “violated” the lobbyist 
control law by deleting from lobbyist expense reports the 
names of legislators who had been recipients of campaign 
contributions. 
“It has been the official policy of the lobbyist control 
committee to alter public documents when a lobbyist 
makes a full and honest report,” Brown said. 
But Quimby replied, “It’s absolutely not official policy. 
The law does not require that you name the man 
(recipient).” He said he was “not aware” that names had 
been erased from the lobbyist reports after they’d been 
filed. 
Brown also said that access to lobbyist spending reports, 
required to be filed each month with the committee, was 
denied to his staff aides. 
Quimby conceded such occurred because he wanted a 
letter in advance from Brown stating why he wanted to 
inspect the files. The records are open to public inspection 
in the committee’s office. 
“It seems to me it would be common decency to write me 
a note asking to see them because I’ve been hearing what 
Ray Gonzales and Brown have in mind.” 
He said he discussed the issue with Brown over the 
telephone and that Brown “got very agitated. He kept 
sending people into the office. One lady came in packing a 
tape recorder under her coat.” 
Brown said his legislative proposal would “end secret 
lobbyist activity in Sacramento.” 
Under the measure, lobbyists would be prohibited from 
contributing funds to candidates for state office. They 
would be required to report in detail each time they bought 
a meal for a state official.

Warning from AFL-CIO leader

Meany, the head of 14 million union 
members, said Sunday he wanted to 
cooperate with President Nixon “in order 
to keep the prices down.”

he 
complained 
of 
“galloping 
inflation” and food prices that were 
“absolutely running wild.” 
“The only thing we have got under 
control is the workers’ wages, and we think 
this is eminently and very definitely 
unfair,” Meany said. 


Meany criticized statements by Nixon 
that it would not be wise to continue 
controls on rents and by Treasury Secre­ 
tary George Shultz that it would not be 
good to control farm prices. 
“The President is saying 
(to) the 
landlord, we can’t touch him because he 
will go on strike if we touch him, and 
George Shultz is saying, the farmer, we 
can’t touch him, he will go on strike—he 
won’t plant. 


“So the point is ... that there is a stick in 
the closet for labor,” Meany said. 
His reference was to a statement Nixon 
made earlier this year that he had a big 
stick in his closet that he would use if 
inflation got out of line. 
Meany was interviewed on NBC’s Meet 
the Press. 
He said he was “mystified” by the 
statements of administration officials last 
week that the 5.5 per cent wage ceiling in 
earlier phases of the economic program 
would be strictly enforced in the current 
Phase III. 
Meany said the Advisory Committee to 
the Cost of Living Council, which was 
assigned the task of recommending policy 
for Phase III, drafted a statement saying 
no single wage standard could be applied 
practically to the economy. 
“If you ask me where we are going on the 
5.5 per cent, I am just as mystified as you 
are,” Meany said. 
“I am quite sure that there will be higher 
settlements ... and I am quite sure they 
will be approved by the Cost of Living 
Council this year as they were last year.”

Early forecasts indicated the Gaullist 
bloc will come out of the twin ballot 
showdown election w ith 255 to 265 seats—a 
majority of 10 to 20 in the 490 seat Chamber 
of Deputies if all non-left forces such as the 
middle-of-the-road 
Reform Group join 
hands against the leftists next Sunday. 
President Georges Pompidou met his top 
political aides at the Elysee Palace to 
decide the Gaullist tactics for the second 
round of voting which will decide whether 
the 15 year-old Gaullist regime will survive 
the joint leftwing attack.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla. (UPI) 
— A terrible thing has happened to 
the kids in this country. 
They’ve seen the major league 
baseball player fall off his pedestal. 
They know the awful truth now, that 
these gods from Mount Olympus, 
these

once 
worshipped, have been exposed as 
mere mortals with dirty feet of clay. 
So what, you say? 
So sad, I say. 
No kid I ever ran into went wrong 
trying to mold himself into another 
Joe DiMaggio, Jackie Robinson or 
Stan Musial. 
I’ve gone through some of the 
prisons in this country and none of 
the young inmates I spoke with ever 
said he had patterned himself after 
a Willie Mays, Hank Aaron or 
Brooks Robinson. 
Some did tell me though they once 
looked up to the neighborhood dope 
pusher and hoped to be like him. A 
few made it, unfortunately. 
One 
big 
reason 
the 
baseball 
players have lost caste with the kids 
was last year's strike. 
Kids simply can’t picture their 
idols on any picket line. It’s too 
mundane, too demeaning. Idols are 
far 
above 
that. 
They 
have 
everything, and don’t need anything, 
so what could possibly make them 
strike? 
Certainly not such ordinary things 
as money or working conditions. 
Never that. 
The latest hassle between the 
players and owners merely made it 
worse. 
“When I picked up the newspaper, 
I didn’t wanna read what Marvin 
Miller and John Gaherin were doing, 
I was looking to see what Vida Blue 
and Joe Torre were doing,” says one 
local youngster. 
The fact is Vida Blue was going 
through another prolonged salary 
battle with Oakland owner Charlie 
Finley and Joe Torre was in Marvin 
Miller’s office listening to the way 
those negotiations were going. 
Marvin Miller keeps saying the 
fans have the wrong idea about the 
ballplayers’ working conditions and 
state of affluence. Ray Sadecki, the 
Mets’ veteran lefthander, says the 
same thing. 
“I’m not complaining about being 
a ballplayer, because I enjoy being 
one,” he says, “but look at it this 
way—who else would take a job 
seven days a week; day shift and 
night shift; Friday nights, Saturday 
and 
Sunday, 
then 
come 
back 
Monday night, too, and with all this, 
they (the owners) also say when we 
decide to transfer you from our New 
York 
branch 
to 
our California 
branch, you’ve got 72 hours to get 
there.” 
Marvin Miller uses these same 
arguments, and I will say he and 
Ray Sadecki have a point, but what 
about the other side of the coin they 
never mention? 
Let’s look at that side for a 
moment. 
Do you know anybody else who 
automatically gets the day off and 
still gets paid when it rains? I don’t. 
Do you know anybody else who 
gets 
nearly 
five 
months 
paid 
vacation? I don’t. 
Do you know anybody else who 
gets paid for sleeping on the job? I 
don’t. (There are few better places 
to sleep than the bullpen). 
Do you know anybody else who 
qualifies for a pension after putting 
in only four years? I don’t. 
Do you know anybody else who 
qualifies for a pension of $24,000 a 
year after 20 years? I don’t.

Ocean Park — a disgrace 


The 
present 
condition 
of 
Lompoc 
Valley s Ocean Park was graphically 
portrayed last week on the front page of 
this newspaper. 
No citizen, 
nor any 
official, 
can deny after seeing such 
photographic evidence that his Valley’s 
only facility with access to the ocean is 
being sadly neglected. 
The park formerly had a ranger — a 
good ranger, a dedicated ranger who did 
more personally for the condition of the 
park on his own than any previous effort by 
County officials. For the past several 
months, the ranger has been absent and 
the present condition of the park can only 
be attributed to his absence. 
The County’s new park director, Michael 
H. Pahos, has deemed that Ocean Park 
does not have a man-year work load and 
that this means $12,000 a year to the 
public. Looking at the present condition of 
the park and the fact that more than 60,000 
persons were in the park area last year, 
we wonder if Mr. Pahos isn’t being

downright 
nit-picky. 
Over 
the years, 
Lompoc has had to fight for every 
improvement at Ocean Park. We can 
recall no motivation by the County itself to 
provide 
the 
services 
that 
this 
park 
required. Restrooms were added through 
insistence of the public. A boat ramp was 
put in at the insistence of the public. 
Playground equipment was put in at the 
insistence of the public. Now the public is 
simply insisting that what they have 
gained should be maintained. 
We put no credence in Mr. Pahos’ new 
policy called “ drive-through control.’’ It 
makes no sense. How the official can say 
that his new policy doesn’t mean the 
County is doing less, that the County is 
providing the sam e quality of services but 
with less man hours, is unbelievable. He 
obviously has not visited Ocean Park in 
recent days. 
The present state of Ocean Park is an 
outright disgrace and this disgrace must 
be repaired immediately. 


Reckless abandon

At the Office of 
Economic Opportunity the drowning 
of an unwanted agency is being done 
with singular brutality and what 
seems to those caught up in the 
process total disregard for human 
feelings. 
The highly arti­ 
culate acting direc­ 
tor of OEO, Howard 
Jay Phillips, named 
by the President to 
be 
chief 
exec­ 
utioner, is recruit­ 
ing hatchet men out 
of 
Young 
Ameri­ 
cans for Freedom, 
the 
conservative 
student 
o r g a n ­ 
ization 
of 
which, 
while at Harvard, 
he was a founder. 
Help in the recruiting drive has 
come 
from 
the 
offices 
of 
conservative Sen. Jam es Buckley of 
New York and Texas Sen. John 
Tower. 
The new recruits know little about 
about the operation of OEO and care 
less. The result, in the view of those 
who over the years have been 
dedicated to the objectives of the 
agency, is organized chaos. That 
may be the game plan. 
Phillips’ men are being sent out to 
take over the regional offices of 
OEO. Within the agency, among 
those who are about to be liquidated 
they are known as the commissars. 
The point made by those who 
believe Phillips’ storm technique is 
needlessly wasteful and damaging is 
not that OEO should necessarily 
survive as it is. The time may have 
come to parcel out its functions and 
amalgamate them with government 
departments concerned with the 
same operation. 
But it could be done in an orderly 
and clean cut way. One rumor is 
that in light of the uproar at OEO 
the Office of Management and 
Budget may take over. The experts 
in that powerful office could do a 
surgical job. 
The concern is not over OEO’s 
bureaucrats. They can probably 
take 
care 
of 
themselves. 
A 
bureaucrat is always fair game. The 
concern is for the 180,000 working 
directly on poverty programs at 
minimal salaries. These men and 
women know at first hand the 
problems of those living below the 
poverty line. Dispersing them, even 
though they might be taken on by 
another agency, will contribute to 
the chaos. 
OEO’s 
leaked 
memorandum 
detailing the way to beat Congress 
to the punch made clear time is of 


the essence. While June 30 is the 
deadline for the dismantling to be 
completed, the distribution of bits 
and pieces to be salvaged by 
transfer to other agencies must be 
accomplished by March 31. This 
would presumably forestall any 
blocking attempt by Congress. 
“ The 
more delay, 
the 
more 
opportunity 
for 
congressional 
opposition to gather and develop a 
legislative counter strategy,” the 
leaked memorandum said. 
As evidence of the high velocity of 
the operation the former director, 
Phillip V. Sanchez, was told half an 
hour after Phillips walked in as 
acting director to be cleared out 
with his secretary by morning. 
Since Sanchez was the highest 
r a n k i n g 
C h i c a n o 
in 
the 
administration 
and 
since 
the 
Chicanos gave President Nixon a 
better shake in the vote than ever 
before, this rough exit caused a 
certain embarrassment. 
One compensation reported under 
study is to name him ambassador to 
Panama. A career officer, Robert 
M. Sayre, holds that post, although 
he had been slated to be moved out 
in favor of a political appointee, 
Ohio Congressman Frank T. Bow.

say whether he had branded the 
poverty program as Marxist, he said 
that he had been misinterpreted but 
that the idea of treating the poor as 
a homogenous class apart with 
interests and aspirations separate 
and distinct from those of society as 
a whole, was “ essentially in line 
with the Marxist idea of setting 
class against class.” 
OEO undoubtedly suffered from a 
variey of faults. In some areas it 
was badly administered and subject 
to corruption. But the services it 
performed of unquestioned value to 
millions of the poor are lost sight of 
in the uproar over its demise.

Now we know 


Over the years we have made 
contributions to the American Red 
Cross because we have believed in 
their humanitarian efforts. This 
month of March is National Red 
Cross month. 
But for more than 30 years, we, 
along with many other veterans of 
World War II, always wondered why 
we were charged for doughnuts and 
coffee in some of the faraway places 
we served. 
The fact that GIs 
during World War II 
were charged for 
c o f f e e 
and 
doughnuts 
has 
caused 
the 
Red 
Cross 
to 
suffer 
perhaps 
thousands 
of dollars annually 
in 
w ith h el d 
contributions. 


But last week, we discovered, 
after these many years, that it was 
not the Red Cross organization’s 
fault. 
It is a real tragedy, that it isn’t 
true that they sold coffee and 
doughnuts overseas, but it is a 
greater tragedy that the veteran did 
not know that the Red Cross was 


forced, 
yes forced, 
against its 
wishes, 
by 
the 
then 
War 
Department, to require American 
soldiers to pay for meals and 
lodging. 
A copy of the War Department 
letter asking the Red Cross to make 
the charges was on many overseas 
Red Cross club bulletin boards but 
we are quite sure that not a single 
GI read it. We know we never saw 
one. 


The proof of all of this is contained 
in a letter written in May, 1942 by 
Henry L. Stimson, then secretary of 
war, to the American Red Cross. 
“ It is believed advisable that 
American soldiers be required to 
pay at least the actual costs of 
meals and lodging furnished for 
their convenience and benefits while 
on furlough,” the letter read in part. 
“ Such procedure is considered a 
sound business arrangement and 
conforms to local practice. It is 
therefore 
believed 
that 
such 
procedure 
should 
be 
adopted 
because of its merit rather than 
because 
the 
local 
military 
commander requests that charges 
be made for the proposed services.” 
So, to all World War II veterans 


who have been holding a grudge 
against the American Red Cross by 
withholding contributions because

Time, the air and the EPA 


Ed Mehren is through running. 
It started in 1965 when his doctor 
said he’d have to leave 
Beverly 
Hills if he wanted to live. He’d 
smoked as a youth and had mild 
hereditary asthma and now had 
developed 
emphysema. 
Oxidants 
and hydrocarbons blanketing the 
air had shot his lungs and would kill 
him if he stayed. 
So he went to Palm Springs where 
it was clear. But by 1969 the vast 
ocean of pollution in the South Coast 
Air Basin began to pour over the 
peaks and into the geographical 
funnel of the desert Coachella 
Valley to the south. 


Some experts called 
it “ coastwisedrift,” 
the same process 
which periodically 
layers the skies of 
Santa Barbara and 
G o l e t a , 
a l s o 
considered 
to 
be 
within 
the 
great 
basin, 
with 
L.A. 
pollution. 


So, though Riverside air was 
yellowed and loaded below federal 
health minimums on 241 days in 
1971, the air was frequently even 
worse in Palm Springs where the 
oxidant (photochemical smog) level 
was periodically the highest in the 
state and Mehren came to tote 
around oxygen bottles and confine 
himself to a sealed room fed by an 
elaborate charcoal air filter. 
Finally, the management expert 
had to move again, this time to the 
Santa Ynez Valley where he rents at 
Flag is Up Farm s but where, still, 
when 
Sunday 
traffic 
backs 
up 
through Solvang, the old searing 
returns. 


“ I’m not a healthy man,” his 
furrowed voice says. “ I can’t run to 
the wilderness to get away from the 
bad air, but every civilized spot is 
loaded with smog. It looks like I’m 
trapped, so the only answer is to 
clean up the air we have. ” 
This is precisely what the Clean 
Air Act of 1970 was legislated to do 
and it’s where Mehren and an 
influential 
cadre 
including 
the 
Riverside and San Bernardino city 
governments and the Center for 


Law in the Public Interest, drew the 
line. 
They 
sued 
Environmental 
Protection Agency Administrator 
William Ruckelshaus for breaking 
the 1970 law. When Mehren’s group, 
called the Clean Air Fund, brought it 
to federal court, he says, the judge 
quickly held that the violation was 
clear: Ruckelshaus had acquiesced 
to an ineffective California plan to 
wrestle air pollution levels down to 
U.S. standards by 1975. 


The EPA chief was then required 
by the law to impose an effective 
control program with dates and 
specifics on California by August 1, 
1972, the court held. August came 
and went. No plan. 


The U.S. district court hearing the 
Clean 
Air 
Fund 
case 
ordered 
Ruckelshaus 
to 
come 
up 
with 
something by Jan 15, 1973. It was 
exactly on that deadline date that 
the 
EPA 
chief 
produced 
his 
s p a s m o d i c , 
s w e e p i n g 
recommendation of an 82 per cent 
gas rationing in Los Angeles during 
smog months. 
He 
spoke 
of 
the 
L.A. 
air 
emergency as a “ transportation 


crisis” but the Clean Air plaintiffs 
say that this merely reflects the 
inaccuarate pap traditionally fed 
the EPA by the state Air Resources 
Board and local pollution control 
districts. These agencies, they say, 
are anxious to focus the burden of 
pollution 
responsibility 
on 
the 
federally controlled automobile and 
to 
tread 
lightly on stationary, 
industrial sources which are legally 
under their own control but are 
really powerful enough to obtain 
variances and continue to dump out 
40 per cent of the basin’s most 
harmful oxidants. 
The EPA stance is that the delays 
are only “ technical” in nature. 
Clean Air says that the technicality 
is costing lives and, in Riverside 
alone, $8.1 million in damages 
yearly. Besides, they say, the law 
was written with specific dates in 
anticipation of the unwillingness of 
these sectors to comply. 
The saga will contine this week 
when 
Mehren 
and 
the 
other 
plaintiffs testify in ongoing EPA 
hearings in the smoggy city.
